ArtmosparRrIc CoNcuseion—TaEORY OF RAIN BRING.
Propucep By Firina Oaxnon.— The learned secretary
of the Smithsonian institation, in some mateorological
obeervations, alludes to the current opinion that rain
may be produced by the firing of cannon. He says :
The notion that raio is in some wey connected with

I great batt'es, was entertained by the accients when no

cacnon were used. Plutarch, in his life of C. Marins,
says : “ It is observed, indeed, that extracrdinary rains
generally fall alter great battles, whether it be that
scome deity chooses 1o wash and purily the earth with
water from ebove, or whether the blood and corrup-
tion, by the moist aid beavy vapors they emif, thicken
the air, which is liable to be altered by the smallest
ceuse., Plutarch’s explanation of the supposed fact is
pot very satisfactory to a physicist ¢f this time. But
his own observatiors conialn & cause that tha gec-
retary of the Smithsonian ivsti ution says might possi-
bly conpret a great battle with rain 10 physical se-
quence. “1f, however, the air (says the sccretary) is
surchargcd with moisiure, and the atmosphere is in the
arsiable cordition which immediately precedes rain,
then a violent commotion or an nupward current of air
produced by a large fire may briog cn rain which
might in some rare irstances not otherwise bave fal-
len.” Ihe shouts of apcient armies, and the clash and
clangor of their arms, prodec:d pearly as great commo-
tiop in the atmosphere as the firing of cannon In a
modern battle. Piutarch, in .his life of Flamioius,
eaya: * Toe hyperbolical sccoup's that have often
been given of loud shou's were verified on that
occrgion. For the crows, when they happened to
be flging cv r their beuds, fell into the the theatre. For
the sound o! many united voices beirg violently stroog,
the parts of the air are geparated by 11, acd a void is left
which cffords po support.  Or perbaps the foree of the
scund strik- s the birds like an arrow, and kille them in
ap instant. Q¢ po:ssiby fa circular motion is caused
in the oir, as a whirlpool is prcdoced in the sea by
the agitation of a storm. Acd in his bLfe of
Pompey, Piatarch says: '“when birds fall oo
such ocsasions it is not becaus: the air is so divi-
ded as to leave a vaco-m, but rather becsase the sound
strike them like e blow. If the shouie of the multitude
in the Romman [Uhbeater coull produce such fl:cts a8
here meatioved by Pintarch, how much greater must
bave been the efl:ct of Lthe roiss of an cucient battle in
distarbivg the atmosphere ?
